SPECTACULAR DRY 
AGENT, OUSTED 


Figured in Three-Cornered 
Squabble Over Tracing 
Car of Liquor to St. Louis 
County. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW ORLHANS, Aug. 30.—J. B. 


Mathews, whose spectacular career 


as a prohibition agent included the 
capture of a rum-running ship and 
the pursuit of disguised carloads of 
whisky to various cities in the Cen- 
tral West, including St. Louis, has 
been fired from the service “for 
insubordination and dereliction to 
duty.” 

Announcement of his discharge, 
effective July 20, was made. here 
yesterday by O. D. Jackson, Prohi- 
bition Administrator for Louisiana, 
Texas, Arkansas, Okiahoma, Ten- 
nessee and Alabama. 

Mathews, whose noseglasses gave 
a clerical appearance to a face that 
was distinguished by a drooping, 
thin-lipped mouth, a jutting, 
rounded chin, and hard brown eyes, 
entered the prohibition service 
after he had been dropped from the 
Special Investigation Bureau of the 
Department of Justice. 

Although he was in his fifties, 
he was more energetic than many 
younger officers and his methods 
of investigation carried him over a 
lot of ground, getting for him much 
public notice, even when they 
ailed to maye cases for prosecu- 
tion. 

St. Louis ‘Siete Adventure, 

It was Mathews who trailed a 
car Of liquor from the Gulf to 


County where county deputies, De- 
partment of Justice agents and pro- 
‘hibition men got into a three-cor- 
inered dispute over who should 
seize it, with resultant rumors that 
a high county official was inter- 
ested in the delivery of the booze. 

Mathews came on the _ scene 
then, as he did on many other oc- 
casions, clad in khaki shirt ahd 
riding breeches and leather put- 
‘tees. He carried a rifle in the 
crook of his arm and a pistol in 
his hip pocket. He was every inch 
the untiring foe of the rum run- 
ner. 

As the affair turned otit, no one 
/was prosecuted, but Mathews final- 
ily returned to his headquarters, 
isatisfied apparently that he had 
‘worked the destruction of the car- 
load of liquor. He got wide pub- 
licity for his pursuit of the car. 

Later he followed other cars to 
Kansas City, Indianapolis, Cincin- 
nati and other points. One of the 
cars was followed to Main and Bid- 
dle streets, St, Louis, where the 
|'whisky was taken from its protect- 
ing camouflage of green corn, and 
| destroyed. 
| Later W. A. Walsingham, a lead- 
‘ing New Orleans bootlegger, was 
arrested on a charge of shipping 
whisky to St. Louis, Indianapolis 
and Kansas City. He is now at lib- 
‘erty on $50,000 bond charged with 
conspiracy to violate the Volstead 
act.

“got the drop” on the whisky run- 
ners and had forced them into the 
Mexican port. The prisoners were 
returned later to New Orleans. 

In connection with Mathews’ dis- 
charge, it was stated in the Federal 
building that he had been over- 
active in trying to obtain political 
support for his advancement in the 
service. Administrator Jackson re- 
fused to comment on that point, or 
on a rumor that the story of the 
seizure of the Arsene J. was a fab- 
rication, 

“There are some things that it 
would be improper for me to dis- 
cuss, for the good of the service,” 
he said. “I can say only that 
Mathews was released for insub- 
ordination and neglect of duty. 
That covers a wide field.”

Which Will Cost $10,500 
Apiece. 


The first of 50 new trolley cars 
being bullt in the United Rallways 
shops at a cost of $10,500 each was 
s ent downtown for exhibition to- 
day on an idle track at Twelft} 
boulevard and Olive street, and at- 
tracted numerous visitors. 

} Most striking of the changes and 
improvements is the color scheme. 
The lower part of the exterior is 


painted in the familiar orange in 
use for many years, though a shade 
darker than formerly, but the up- 
per section is a cream color, quite 
unlike past fashions in St. Louis 
street cars. Inside, the painting 
also is lighter, with a creamy ceil- 
ing reflecting light. Five more 
electric bubs are provided to light 
the interior than formerly, and of 
a more powerful kind, in frosted 
glass globes. 

The cars are of the front-en- 
trance, side-exit design in use here 
for several years, which originated 
with No. 777 on the Grand boule- 
vard line. The new car is No, 1301 
and its companions, under con- 
struction, will run to No. 1351. The 
coach is labeled U. R. for the com- 
pany about to go out of existence, 
rather than P. 8. for the new Pub- 
lic Service Co. : 

Among improvements noted are: 
Less floor incline from the en- 
trance to the conductor’s stan; 
narrower grooves in the floor, to 
avoid catching high heels; no 
screen behind the motorman’s 
booth, increasing vision and ventil- 
ation for passengers; readily ad- 
justable window sashes of metal; a 
better light signal for the motor- 
man to indicate that doors are 
closed, obviating a bell signal. 

The .-mpany asserts the backs 
of the longitudinal seats of the 
front portion of the car are more 
comfortable than formerly. 

A change tray in front of the 
motorman is provided for possible 
one-man operation. The motor- 
man still has his spittoon in the 
car floor. 

The new car weighs 389.400 
pounds, is 50 feet, 6 inches long; 
seats 60 passengers, with straps and 
poles for many more, and has four 
35-horsepower motors. The rate 
of completion of the new cars will 
be 15 a month. Lines to receive 
them have not been announced. 

A fifty-first new trolley car also 
is under construction by the United 
Railways with two innovations — 
differentials and worm gears on

The first indication of organized 
opposition to the $12, 750,000 bond 
issue for roads and other public 
improvements in St. Louis County 
has come from the County Taxpay- 
ers’ League. The County Chamber 
of Commerce is back of the bond 
issue and has been expected to pe- 
tition for an election on it. 

Lee A. Hall of Webster Groves, 
president of the Taxpayers’ League 
and an attorney, has written the 
County Court for the League, de- 
manding that a supplementary reg- 
istration of voters be held before 
the bond issue proposal goes to the 
people, and that the bond election 
be deferred until a pending State 
audit of county accounts is com- 
pleted. 

County funds, as is known, are 
inadequate for many governmental 
purposes and revenues must be an- 
ticipated far in advance. Officers 
of the League believe there may be 
as many as 10,000 county residents 
qualified to vote if they could be 
registered. Supporters of the an- 
nexation proposition last year were 
of the opinion that the inability of 
many Persons to vote helped defeat 
the merger. 

Wants True Condition Known.

ITALY THREATENED WITH EXILE 


Rigid Punishment Considered by 
Government to Force Down 
Prices as Set by Law.

ROME, Aug. 30.—Banishment to 

one of the islands near Italy is 
being considered as a punishment 
for shopkeepers who refuse to sell 
goods at the prices which the State 
has fixed as fair, Edmondo Ros- 
soni, head of the Fascist Labor 
Corporations, declared today. He 
was outlining the steps which the 
Fascisti plan to take to enforce 
the lowering of retail food and 
clothing prices to correspond with 
the recent wholesale cuts. 
He pointed out that several 
usurers and landlords who charged 
exorbitant rents have been sent to 
the penal settlements on islands 
around Italy. In Turin several re- 
tailers were fined and imprisoned 
for from six to ten days for 
profiteering. One restaurant pro- 
prietor who was fined and whose 
place was closed for two days, 
made up his loss on the first day 
he was open again. 

The Fascist leadens declare this 
sort of thing is unfair to labor, 
which recently had to take a wage 
cut because of the lower wholesale 
prices. He said wholesale prices 
are now about five times what 
they were in pre-war days, but re- 
tail costs are seven to ten times 
of the pre-war scale. 


RE-ELECTION OF LADY ASTOR 
OPPOSED IN OWN PARTY 


Several Candidates Will Be Placed 
in Field Against Her in Next

LONDON, Aug. 30.—The Ply- 
mouth correspondent of the West- 
minster Gazette says that a deter- 
mined effort will be made to oust 
Viscountess Astor at the nex gen- 
eral elecion. The Viscountess 
represents the Sutton division of 
Plymouth in Parliament. 

Not only have the Liberal and 
Labor parties selected candidates 
to oppose her, he says, but the 
Plymoutn Imperial Conservative 
Association announces that it has 
obtained a powerful candidate to 
oppose her. Thus Lady Astor will 
find opposition in her own party.

the West—a vast reclamation proj- 
ect in Washington State and a re- 
port on farm conditions prepared 
by the American Society of Agri- 
cultural Engineers, . . 
Careful study of the prd@osed 
Columbia River basin reclamation 


project in Washington State was 
promised by Mr. Coolidge today to 
a group of Western citizens whvu 
called to explain the proposal. 

Mr. Coolidge understands the 
Columbia River project would cost 
more than $100,000,000, and while 
he favors such propositions in a 
general way, he made it clear to- 
day he would like more informa- 
tion on this gigantic undertaking. 

The farm report was to be pre- 
sented by O. B. Zimmerman, presi- 
dent, and other members of the 

gricultural Engineers Society. It 
called for “greater efficiency” 
among farmers and cautioned that 
they must be “more on the alert.” 

In coming to the Summer White 
House with his reclamation pro- 
posal Senator Jones also desired 
to suggest to the President the 
convening of the Senate one month 
before the regular opening of Con- 
gress to give time for disposition 
of the Smith and Vare election 
contests. He said he saw no rea- 
son for a special session of Con- 
gress for flood relief or other leg- 
islation. 

Senator Jones reported that his 
State was “overwhelmingly” in 
favor of Secretary Hoover’s nomin- 
ation for President, He said the 
Washington delegation likely would 
go to the national convention un- 
instructed, but favorable to 
Hoover. 


Coolidge Thinks Flying’ Will Re- 
quire More Study. 
By the Associated Press. 

RAPID CITY, Aug. 30.—It was 
stated today at the executive office 
that President Coolidge feels recent 
trans-ocean flights have demon- 
strated the ability of aviators to 
span the water, but also that re- 
cent events have demonstrated the 
necessity for further study of the 
problem. In his opinion, recent 
flights have shown that crossing 
the ocean by air is not easy and 
have made the flight of Charles 
Lindbergh to Paris stand out all 
the more because he went straight 
to his goal. The President does 
not wish to detract from the ac- 
complishments of other trans-ocean 
flyers, but he does feel _ their 
flights have demonstrated generally 
the difficulties of this work. 

It also was learned at the execu- 
tive office today that the Presi- 
dent has no intention of dis¢con- 
tinuing official receptions, believ- 
ing them part of the social life of 
Washington and helpful; that he 
will not include the Bureau of Ef- 
ficiency or ahy other bureau with- 
in the Budget Bureau; that he does 
not favor senfiing Lieut.

Williams to the air races overseas 
in a fast cruiser, believing regular 
steamship service adequate.

MEXICO TO FREE AIRMEN 
IF LANDING WAS FORCED 


Order to Release Them Does Not 
Apply if They Had “Smuggling 
Purpose.” 

MEXICO CITY, Aug. 30.—Ex- 
celsior says the Mexican Treasury

NUHLY BY BARGES 


Backers of New Upper 
River Line in Minneapolis 
and St. Paul Predict Pros- 
perity Will Be Reflected. 


TO SHIP ALL GRAIN 
INTO LOCAL PORT 


Northwest, Lost When Mis- 
sissippi Traffic Declined, 
to Be in City’s Territory 
Again. 


By a Special Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Aug. 390. 
—Whatever benefits are derived by 
Minneapolis and St. Paul as a re- 
sult of the new Upper River barge 
line service will be reflected in in- 
creased business for St. Louis, in 
the opinion of Minneapolis business 
men who have backed the new 
river project. 

S. S. Thorpe, Minneapolis real 


estate man and a member of the 
advisory committee of the Inland 
Waterways Corporation, believes 
that St. Louis will reclaim 90 per 
cent of the Northwestern business, 
which, he says, that city lost to 


Chicago with the advent of the 
railroad. 
“All grain to be shipped by 


Louis for the present, at least,” 
said Thorpe. “Some of it will be 
transferred to other barges for ex- 
port, while a large quantity of it 
will be handled in St. Louis ele- 
vators. Cargoes on the Upper 
River barges, on their downstream 
trips, wili consist chiefly of grain, 
1,000,000 bushels already having 
been,offered oy Minneapolis ship- 
pers. This will be of inestimable 
value to St. Louis, and I believe 
the barges will open to that city 
the entire section between’ the 
Rockies and Alleghenies, 


To Ship Ore to st. Louis. 


“St. Louis also is to advance as 
an iron ore smelting center as a 
result of Upper River barge line 
service. The mines in Northern 
Minnesota produce 80 per cent of 
all the iron ore mined in this coun- 
try. It formerly has been shipped 
to Duluth, but now it will be 
cheaper to ship it to Minnesota 
river points and thence to St. Louis, 
where it will be smelted, 

“The Twin Cities and St. Louis 
should co-operate in the extension 
of Upper River barge service, for 
any benefits to be derived from the 
river service will be shared equally 
by both sections. An appropriation 
should be obtained from Congress 
to supplement our present fleet of 
four towboats and 60 barges. We 
need 200 barges and a towboat for 
every 20 barges.” 

W. W. Morse of Minneapolis, op- 
erating manager of the Upper Riv- 
er Division of the Inland Water- 
ways Corporation, also believes St. 
Louis will benefit by the new serv- 
ice. He points out that St. Louis 
enjoyed a healthy business from the 
Northwest when Mississippi River 
transportation was in its prime. 
With the advent of the railroad, he 
says, this business was gradually 
acquired by Chicago. 


Will Bring More Trade. 

“With river barge lines offering 
cheaper transportation,” Morse 
taid, “there is no doubt Minneapo- 
lis shippers will take advantage of 
it. This means that St. Louis will 
reclaim its Northwestern trade ter- 
ritory.”’ 

Citizens of the Twin Cities feel 

that success of the new barge line 
is assured, because of the type of 
business men who are at the head 
of the venture. 
Morse retired from active man- 
agement of his warehousing busi- 
nes to devote his entire time to de- 
velopment of the barge line. His 
business, which started in 1886 ona 
capital of $500, now has grown to 
the point where it employs several 
hundred persons and is the largest 
company of its kind west of Chi- 
cago. 


Business Had Steady Growth. 

Today Morse has 14 warehouses 
In Minneapolis with more than 1,- 
000,000 square feet of floor space; 
and his concern operates 50 motor 
trucks. His annual business 
amounts to more than $500,000. 

Morse believes that at least half 
the grain for export now going 
through Montreal can go by barge 
through New Orleans for, he points 
out, ocean freight rates to Europe 
are the same from New Orleans as 
from Montreal and New York. 
Thorpe, who heads the Thorpe 
Bros, Real Estate Co., the largest 
business of its kind in Minneapolis 
or St. Paul, employs between 150 
and 200 persons.

WORK URGES ACTION 
BY U. 8. 10 SAVE UL 


Large Surplus Is Menace to 
National Safety He Says 
in Plea for Laws. 


By the Associated Press. 

BUFFALO, N. Y., Aug. 30.—The 
Federal Government should ask the 
next Congress for legislation to 
conserve the Nation’s oil resources, 
Secrétary Work today told the Min- 
eral Law Section of the American 
Bar Association. 

To have “unity in thought, action 
and legislation in the interests of 
economic production and consump- 
tion of our greatest natural fre- 
source,” the Interior Secretary pro- 
posed a committee of three leading 
lawyers, three petroleum engineers 
and three goveriment representa- 
tives to draft a bill for the Federal 
Oi Conservation Board to intro- 
duce in the Seventieth Congress. 
The legislation should be intended 
to protect the Nation's oil deposits 
against waste in production, he 
added, and the public against fu- 
ture high cost of oil products.

Vtional life surely safeguarded.” 

If Federal or additional state leg- 
islation is essential as a corrective,” 
he continued, “the sooner such en- 
actment is evolved the better. 

“If the rer:edy rests with the oil 
companies themselves, though vol- 
untary and whole-hearted co-opera- 
tion, or through compulsory unit 
pool operation, or some other 
method, the time is pre-eminently 
ripe for action.” 

The Secretary, who is chairman 
of the Fedetfal Oil Conservation 
Board, called attention to the tre- 
mendous overproduction of the 
Smackover ang Seminole pools with 
its attendant waste of billions of 
feet of valuabie gas, and pleaded 
for “constructive statesmanship to 
save an overcompetitive industry 
from itself.” 

Says U. S. Should Help. 
“What is needed,” he declared, 
‘is not Government interfering with 
business nor business meddling 
with Government, but Government 
helping industry for its own and the 
public good.”

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DEER OF ROOSEVELT HERD 
IN NEW ZEALAND SHOT 


Buck Which Threatened Lives of 
Natives Killed After Swim- 
ming Across Lake.

CHRISTCHURCH, New Zealand, 


Aug 30.—A sturdy buck deer, one 
of 20 Wapiti deer presented to New 
Zealand by President Roosevelt in 
1905, ran amuck and had to be 
shot. 


The veteran af the forest wan- 
dered away from the rest of the 
herd, swam a lake and threatened 
the lives of settlers. He is be- 
lieved to be the only one of the 
original herd that has been killed. 

The American president had the 
deer herd taken from the national 
zoological park in Washington and 
turned over to New Zealand of- 
ficials. Bighteen of the deer ar- 
rived safely in George Sound and 
were turned loose in the Fiordland 
National Park, a district so wildly 
picturesque that it is seldom that 
game wardens see the animals, but 
tracks found about streams indi- 
cate that the deer have increased 
rapidly and are thriving in their 
new home, a land which was nota- 
ble for its lack of game animals 
of all sorts before Captain Cook 
explored it. 

The Wapiti deer, as well as Vir- 
ginia deer, also introduced from 
the United States, are protected 
from hunters. .

ST, LOUIS ELECTRICIANS 
BEGIN. S-DAY WEEK 


Change Affects Only Members 
of Union Employed in Build- 
ing Trades. 


Approximately 600 union elec- 
tricians, members of Blectrical 
Workers Local Union No. 1, will 
enjoy their first two-day holiday 
next Saturday and Sunday under 
their new working agreement pro- 
viding for a 40-hour working week, 
which becomes effective Thureday. 

This will be the first test here of 


the five-day week in the construc- 
tion industry and will be watched 
with interest by employers and the 
other unions. The American Fed- 
eration of Labor has advocated 
similar action on the part of all 
building crafts, and it is understood 
that employers are not opposed. 

The electrical workers adopted 
the plan to provide work for more 
men, it being estimated that 100 
men now unemployed can be taken 
care of on part time. By reducing 
their weekly working period from 
44 to 40 hours, the electricians also 
reduced their wages from $66 to 
$60 weekly. The change does not 
effect 156 members of the union 
employed as maintenance, shop, 
crane and radio men, who will con- 
tinue to work five and one-half 
days a week. 


BORDER PATROL TO BE DOUBLED 


Lowman Hopes to Stop Ldquor

border patrol on the international 
boundary between Buffalo and 
Lake Huron will be doubled “ag 
rapidly as possible,” reaching a 
strength of 400 men, Assistant 
Secretary Lowman announced to- 
day.

CEGIL RESIGNS 


FROM BRITISH 
CABINET OVER 
ARMS DISPUTE 


Chancellor of Duchy of 
Lancaster Blames En- 


gland for Failure of Ge- 
neva Navy Parley. 


SAYS HIS POLICY WAS 
WHOLLY IGNORED 


Can Be of No More Service, 


He Writes British Pre- 
essary for Peace.

LONDON, Aug. 30.—The resig- 
nation of Viscount Cecil, Chancellor 
of the Duchy of Lancaster, and 
British delegate to the League of 
Nations disarmament commission, 
from the British Government was 
announced last night. 

It was the British policy at the 
Geneva tripartite naval conference 
and the failure of that conference 
which finally determined him to 
tell Premier Baldwin he no longer 
could work with the Cabinet. 

As his letter to Baldwin says, he 


sent in his resignation as soon as 
he returned from Geneva, and he 
blames the British for failure of the 
conference. On this point he wrote: 
“I thought there was little doubt 
of an agree:nent, and I believe 
agreement among the three great 
naval Powers to reduction of arm- 
aments would be of great assistance 
in facilitating efforts of the pre- 
paratory commission (the League 
body) for general limitation. 


“Its failure, of course, would be 
a@ corresponding disaster, but I did 
not contemplate failure. WUnfor- 
tunately, failure followed and the 
causes of that failure may have to 
be probed when Parliament meets, 

“It is enough to say I found my- 
self out of sympathy with the in- 
d@ipuctions I received and believe 
agreement might have been reached 
on terms which would have sacri- 
ficed no essential British interest.” 

Disavows Personal Reasons. 

Disclaiming any personal ill feel- 
ing toward First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty Bridgeman, chief British 
delegate at Geneva, he adds: 

“On the broad policy of disarm- 
ament the majority of the Cabinet 
and I are not really agreed. I be- 
lieve general reduction and limita- 
tion of armaments is essential to 
the peace of the world, and on that 
peace depends not only the ex- 
istence of the British Empire, but 
even that of European civilization 
itself. I regard limitation of arm- 
aments as by far the most im- 
portant public question of the day. 

“On attainment of such agree- 
ment the chief energies of the Gov- 
ernment ought to be concentrated. 
I do not say it should be bought at 
any price, but it is of greater value 
than any other political object. 

“Much that happened during the 
session last spring at the prepara- 
tory limitation of armaments com- 
mission was to be of a disquieting 
nature. Over and over again I was 
compelled by my instructions to 
maintain propositions in the com- 
mission which were 4 to 
reconcile with any serious desire 
for the success of its labors. Yor 
the most part these instructions 
turned on smaller points, but the 
cumulative effect on the minds of

Our Mentally Afflicted. . 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

AVING occasion during the past 

week to visit a mentally afflicted 
friend in the observation ward of the 
city hospital, I wish to suggest to the 
city authorities that St. Louis is not do- 
ing its best for these most unfortunate 
ef our citizens. I was shocked to find 


that such a dreary, dismal, prison-like 
place existed. I expected to find at 
least something homelike and cheerful. 
Instead, after climbing stairs, for there 
is no elevator, one encounters steel doors, 
with a barred slot near the top through 
which visitors or incoming patients can 
be scanned. And there is barely stand- 
ing room in front. of these doors. In- 
side, one finds a smal] corridor, with 
cells on each side and 4@ fair-sized ward 
with beds at one end. The patient is 
confined in one of these cells, lying on 
a smail bed, with one wrist held in a 
stout strap fastened to the bed, and noth- 
ing to look at but the high-barred win- 
dow at the foot of the bed. I supposed, 
with sufficient help, all but the most vio- 
lent casts could be permitted to enjoy 
some freedom, amid surroundings that 
would not terrify but on the contrary 
help to cheer and improve their mental 
condition, 

I. suppose it is- because patients are 
looked upon too much as mere “cases” 
that this conditions exists. Or, is St. 
Louis behind the times in this regard? 
Surely some cities have progressed be- 
yond this medieval way of treating the 
mentally afflicted.

S a recent immigrant from New York,

Along the trail they finally came upon tracings of 
another car from which the tires on the left front and 
right’rear wheels were missing. It was a slow, dif- 
ficult task but the Chief and his men stuck to it 
and again finished in a yard where was parked 
the exact replica, almost, of Harris’ car. A dilap- 
idated Ford touring car, State license tags .missing, 
red glass missing from the tail light, but with tires 
on all four wheels. Examination showed, however, 
that the rims of the left front and right rear wheels 
were dented and flattened arid inquiry disclosed that 
the tires had been put on after the owner got home. 
The owner, Edgar Hudson, was arrested, practically 
admitted having run down a man, and a Coroner's 
Jury has held him for the Grand Jury. 

The story, repeated here, will be repeated, we 
imagine, again and again and again wherever a 
lawyer is defending a client against whom the evi- 
dence is circumstantial. It would be too much to 
say that Chief McDonnell has shorn circumstantial 
evidence of its’ power .to convict, but it is not too 
much to say that he has put an argument in the 
mouth of every capable lawyer everywhere which 
will make juries hesitate long and anxiously before 
returning a verdict of guilty.

The road is twelve 
miles long. It should be for that distance, that 
is from St. Louis to the Missouri River, not less 
than twice as wide as it is now. It has been found 
necessary to make some of the highways between 
New York and Long Island 200 feet wide. Wherever 
there is a big city in the United States the grow- 
ing traffic has made wider outlets necessary. It is 
so with St. Louis. The St. Charles road was the 
first concrete highway built out of St. Louis. By 
comparison with the pressing traffic it is in a way 
as primitive as the old rock road was when the auto- 
mobile came in. 

It is against the interests of both St. Louis and 
Missouri ‘for the State to maintain upon its major 
highway such a bottleneck as the St. Charles road 
has become. The State Highway Commission should 
plan to widen it at once. It is a matter that has 
already been too long delayed. The Post-Dispatch 
urges the Commission to act.
